THE COAL RATE 


Alberta people generally share the satis- 
faction of the coal miners and mining 
interests in the announcement that the 
special rate of $6.75 on Alberta coal ship- 
ped to Ontario will be continued for 
another year. It can scarcely be said 
that this special rate has resulted in the 
development of as large a volume of busi- 
ness as had been ho for. But the trade 
is undoubtedly larger than it would have 
been without the special rate, and under 
prevailing conditions the mines need all 
ihe business they can get. 

Even with the advantage given them by 
the experimental rate, the Alberta mines 
have been working at part time only in 
winter and a fraction of the time in sum- 
mer. The loss of business that would 
follow the suspension of the special] rate 
must sensibly lessen the employment and 
increase the hardships of thousands of 
men in this province who depend upon coal 
mining for a living. A _ corresponding 
shrinkage must necessarily follow in trade. 

it is probably cheaper for the Govern- 
ment to subsidize the railways and keep 
the coal moving than it would be to cut off 
the subsidies and maintain the miners who 
would be thrown out of work by the loss of 
the Ontario market. 


THE SLAUGHTER IN SALVADOR 


They take their politics seriously down 
Salvador way. Mexico City forwards re- 
ports received there that 8,000 commun- 
ists were executed as a result of the 
attempted revolution in the Isthmian 
republic a month ago, and that the shoot- 
ings are still going on. 

The figures are twenty per cent lower 
than previously reported by another route. 
Remembering that the Government which 
put down the rebellion itself attained | 
power last December by similar methods, 
this impressive estimate of the executions 
can be accepted as being somewhere near 
the mark. The most ruthless suppressors 
of violence are those who themselves have 
secured power through violence. They 
know the danger that lurks in half-way | 
measures. | 

Incidentally, this report is a sufficient | 
response to the somewhat querulous in- 
quiry that was made in the House of 
Commons as to why two Canadian destroy- 
ers, en route to Panama, dropped into a 
Salvadorean port and stood by for a week 
or so until conditions were more or less 
restored. There are numbers of foreigners 
living in the country, a few Canadians 
included. It was for their security the 
destroyers paid the unintended visit to 
Acajutla. Quite evidently their presence 
there was required in the circumstances. 


TOURIST BUSINESS STILL GROWING 

Nearly 5,000,000 foreign automobiles 
were brought into Canada last year by 
tourists or short term visitors. It may be 
supposed they carried from 10,000,000 to 
20,000,000 persons, each of whom left 
more or less money when he departed. 
There was a falling off from the previous 
year of nearly a half million cars entering 
under 24 hours permits, but an increase of 
172,000 under 60 day permits. The gain 
in tourist expenditure under the latter 
heading no doubt more than made up for 
the fewer day-visitors who came across 
the line. 

The moral is that the depression has 
not killed the tourist movement to Canada. 
On the contrary there was a substantial 
gain last year in tourists who came for 
prolonged periods. Most of the visitors 
of course came from the United States. 
While conditions there undoubtedly kept 
many at home who usually make motor 
trips, there is in the figures a suggestion 
thet a good many crossed the border to 
get away for a time from conditions which 
were—and are—more distressing south of 
the line than in the Dominion. 

The economic situation promises to be 
much the same in both countries this year 
as last. The Canadian dollar can be bought | 
for ninety cents or less in the United 
States, thus offering the tourist a longer. 
holiday in Canada for his money than he 
could get at home. Canadian governments | 
and tourist bureaus should be telling the

Ail this to produce a “balanced budget,” 
and make the two sides of the ledger total 
up to the same amount at the end of the 
coming year. That supreme achievement 
in the art and science of book-keeping is 
evidently regarded as of more importance 
than the hardship that will be thrust upon 
the public through the ent of 
business and the draining away of money 
into the unproductive uses of government. 

Or is it that the governnients on this 
continent have come to the conclusion that 
good times are never to return? If that 
is the outlook, their present course of 
action can be understood and is entirely 
and obviously sensible. If we have drifted 
into a new era where everything—except 
taxes—must be scaled down to the level 
of a long gone generation, then the sooner 
we reconcile ourselves to perpetual poverty 
the better. But to any one who expects 
conditions to improve, and to resume any 
semblance of what is called the “normal,” 
the current system of public financing is 
past comprehension.

FIRST EXAMINED

In 1930 Dr, C. A, Baragar, recently 
arrived in the province and unfam- 
iliar with the patient's clinica) his- 
tory, made a further examination and 
the government, in its handling of the 
case. was guided by expert opinion, 
in the belief that any other course 
would be disastrous to both individual 
and state 

Dr. Baragar’s report stated the pat- 
ient was suffering from mental dis- 
order which had begun in 1924.

Baragar also found him “dangerous 
and should not be discharged so long 
as his condition remains unchanged.”
